1) playing 
golf and other games in their spare time 
people need not be afraid ol auy reflections 
Coilig Caet on their conduct. ihe new order 
oi things will certainly: be more salisiactory 
jor everyone, and those who can afiord to 
play. gautes need have no qualms of con- 
science about doing so. 

it is well knewn that in Berlin, Vienna, 
and other cities in enemy coulitries sports 
have been* carried on during the war. In 
those coutituies it is not left to the option of 
the people to say whether they will serve 
their country or not, and, when every man 1s 
doing what the’ State requires of him, his 
obligations end, and he is at libérty to fill in 
his spare time in whatever way he likes. in 
a very short time something like the same 
conditions will exist.in Great Britain, and, 
when the country has settled down to the 
new order of things,’ there should be a 
partial revival of the sports so much in vogue 
in peace times. ’ 

it is difficult at present to estimate how 
far this revival will extend, but it is fairly 
sale to predict that there will be more golf 


played in 1916 than was -the case last year. 


jt may not be very far wide of the mark to 
anticipate a few big tournaments during the 
summer. Championships would, of course, be 
out of the question, there would be litiie 
glory aftackang to a championship won at a 
time when the great. majority of the best 
players are away in other countries fighting 
the battles: of those who are at home. Ordi- 
nary tournament competitions, however, 
might be played.

portant forms of war work 

It would be a very encouraging sign to see 
ovr games resumed, and would help to keep

Football, 
racing, and other pastimes are still kept 
going, and, as far as can be seen, in no way 
interfere with the conduct of the war. Then 
why not: golf competitions?
